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Will Dedicate New

Program^ of Lutheran

An important event in Narberth's 
history will soon take place in the 
dedication of the new building of 
the Lutheran Church, at Narberth 
at Woodbine avenues. 

The dedication, which will take 
place on May 24, 1925, will consist 
of six district services, three on 
Sundays and three on week eve- 
nings respectively on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday evenings 
at 8 o'clock.

In the afternoon, ar.3 o'clock, the 
dedicatory service will take place 
with Dr. I. Chantry Hoffman, of 
Philadelphia, secretary of the Board 
of Home Missions, as the speaker. 
There will be special music by the 
choir and specially selected, trained 
singers. 

In the evening, at 7.45 o'clock, 
there will be a service, with Rev. 
Nathan R. Melhorn, editor of The 
Lutheran, Philadelphia, and Rev. S. 
D. Daugherty, D. D., superintendent 
of missions, as the speakers. Good 
music has been provided and the 
service will be pleasant and helpful. 

On Tuesday evening there will be 
r. community meeting with music, 
an address by Rev. A. C. Kanzing, 
er, of Ardmore, and greetings by 
local pastors. This will be a de- 
lightful meeting. 

On Wednesday evening a mis- 
sionary service will be held with 
appropriate addresses and special 
music. 

On Thursday evening a social 
time will be given after exercises 
and music and a delightfully humor- 
ous speech by Rev. Chamberlain, 
a Lutheran pastor of the city. 
Light refreshments will be served. 

Rev. Milton E. McLinn, under 
whose pastorate this structure has 
been reared, has expressed appre- 
ciation of the spirit and labors _ of 
his congregation. In announcing 
the dedication he said : 

"This is by common consent and 
frequent comment a most beautiful 
structure — well built, attractive in 
appearance and admirably suited to 
the work which the church proposes 
to do. The Lutheran congregation 
here have nobly acted out their part 
and deserve the fine house of wor- 
ship they have so patiently and la- 
boriously reared. They will rejoice 
in the finishing of their splendid 
task and in the setting apart of the 
building to the glorious work which 
it is designed to do, and it is the 
desire of their noble band to have 
all the churches of our town re- 
joice and be glad with them. And 
they can well do so, because this

Successful Luncheon is Held 
By Women Voters 



Many Local Members attend annual affair 
At Cricket Club 



Over 20 Narberth women were 
among the 350 members who at- 
tended the annunal luncheon con- 
ference of the Montgomery Coun- 
ty League of Women Voters last 
Thursday at the Merion Cricket 
Club. The arrangements were in 
charge of the Lower Merion 
League. The chairman, Miss 
Sydney Evans, opened the confer- 
ence and turned it over to Miss 
Gertrude Ely, county chairman of 
the league. 

The first speaker was Mr. James 
McDonald, president of the For- 
eign Policy Association of New 
York. His subject was "Interna- 
tional Relations." Around the 
questions, "Are the wounds _ of 
war and peace treaties healing 
clean, or do they merely hide 
poison of new wars," and "are we 
nearer permanent peace?" he out- 
lined the significant facts that 
must be taken into consideration 
for formation of intelligent 
opinion on the questions. He 
spoke of Russia as presenting Bol- 
shevism entrenched, but much 
modified from its earliest form, 
so that at present it is steadily 
forced to concede to the sanity of 
realities and standards in capital- 
istic countries, doing so to such 
an extent that now she has official 
contacts with all leading countries 
except the United States, these 
facts meaning uncertainty whether 
or not she will develop into a 
powerful democracy or remain, as 
at present, the enigma of Europe. 

Present conditions in Bulgaria 
weie described as typical in an ex- 
aggerated form of the struggle be- 
tween rural and official city 
groups in the various Balkan 
States between which there exist 
many excuses for the out-cropping 
of trouble at any time. 

In Germany economic condi-

tions seem better for the present 
and future than they were a year 
ago. Except in France, opinion in 
general, is that the election of 
Hindenburg will not materially 
alter Germany's foreign policy. 
The German President is vested 
with very little power, and as Hin- 
denburg was only a minority can- 
didate, his personal leadership 
with its monarchistic tendencies 
is not likely to be a menace to the 
existing order of things in Ger- 
many. In fact, with the failure 
of monarchistic hopes to material- 
ize, the republic may be strength- 
ened and gain prestige. It now 
seems to be up to Germany to 
prove that the election is not in- 
dicative of her desire to upset the 
world. It is to be hoped that Ger- 
many will judge it wise to fulfill 
her part of the Dawes Plan, as- 
sure French security, and enter 
the League of Nations. 

France is a country in sore 
financial straits even though her 
people are unusually hard work- 
ing and thrifty. Turning at this 
point to the financial genius Cail- 
laux, previously reviled as a pos- 
sible pro-German and as an arch- 
enemy of Clemenceau, means, 
France thinks of the war as over, 
and that she is intelligent rather 
than sentimental. The foreign 
policy of France probably will not 
be altered. 

Tribute was paid by the speaker 
to the sanity and accomplish- 
ments of a the short-lived labor- 
government in England. It 
seemed to be not so much a ques- 
tion of which party is in power 
there, but the problem of unem- 
ployment with the attendant need 
to find markets. This need is 
steadily forcing England away 
from sympathy for France, to-

Soils and Fertilizers. 
My! What a subject to cover 
in a half column! Pages have 
been written and pages will be 
written but we will have to con- 
dense this to a few short para- 
graphs. 

Practically all soil, except that 
of the desert and the Arctic re- 
gions, is good growing soil for 
some plants. The necessary salts 
and chemicals are contained in the 
soil and nature makes them avail- 
able in the form of plant food by 
her different processes. 

The first lesson for the. gardener 
to learn is that the soil must be 
made right physically or mechani- 
cally. Clay soil contains all the 
necessary elements for plant 
growth, but — clay soil is not of 
the correct texture to take mois- 
ture to the plant roots, to suspend 
moisture about the plant roots or 
to be readily cultivated to keep 
out undesirable plant growth such 
as weeds. Nor will clay soil al- 
low sufficient air passages to the 
plant roots. 

Then let us put the soil in good 
physical condition by mixing with 
it substances that will change its 
texture and make it friable, loamy 
and moisture holding. To add 
moisture holding body to sandy 
soil or to lighten and break up 
clayey soil we must add humus. 

Q.— What is humus? A. — Hu- 
mus is well-decayed leaves, or 
woods soil. Humus is well-de- 
cayed animal refuse. Humus is 
well-decayed vegetable matter, j 
Humus is the element that keeps 
the soil open and allows air and 
moisture to reach the plant roots 
and at the same time holds the 
moisture about the plant roots. 
Note that in adding humus to the 
soil we are returning material 
that came either directly or indi- 
rectly from the soil. 

Q. — Why do we want moisture 
in the soil? A. — Because the 
plant takes its food in liquid form 
through its rootlets, selecting the 
elements it requires — aided by 
bacteria in the soil. 

Soil that is physically correct 
for plant growth will grow prac- 
tically any crop or plant that is 
suited to the climate, rainfall and 
general weather and sun and 
shade condition. 

Q. — Why so much talk about 
fertilizing? A. — A good bit of the 
talk about fertilizing is sheer 
bunk, because most of the fertiliz- 
ing is done with animal manures, 
which do add some chemical ele- 
ments for a month or two until 
they are leached out by the rains, 
but — their chief value is in adding 
humus to a soil that is lacking in 
a sufficient quantity of that all- 
important element. 

All animal manures, unless very 
well rotted, are apt to help de- 
velop fungus diseases that are in- 
jurious to many plants, especially 
delphiniums and roses. Animal 
manures contain a high percent- 
age of nitrogen which makes leaf 
growth. Fine in the vegetable 
garden but no good in the flower 
garden. 

Ground bone adds mostly 
phosphorus, with a little lime, 
which hastens the maturity of the 
plant and makes bud and blossom, 
fruit and seed. 

Hard wood ashes, or tobacco 
stems and leaves, add potash 
which makes the stem and root 
and makes a healthier plant gen- 
erally, one that is less susceptible 
to disease. 

These are the three principal 
elements used for plant forcing 
and there are many forms, varia- 
tions and combination of the same 

major elements.

to present the law affecting reg- 
istration in Narberth. 

"In boroughs and townships 
the list of enrolled registered vo- 
ters is made up by the assessor 
of the election district. 

"It is the assessor's duty to visit 
in person every dwelling house in 
his district on the first Monday in 
May, of each year, or as soon 
thereafter as may be possible, and 
to make a list in a book prepared 
for the purpose by the County 
.Commissioners of all the qualified 
voters he shall find to be bona fide 
residents of his district." In addi- 
tion the law requires that he sit 
at the polling place on the two 
secular days next preceding the 
day fixed for returning the lists 
to the county commissioners from 
10 A. M. to 3 P. M. and from 6 
P. M. to 9 P. M. to correct the 
"original list." These days for the 
primary election of September are 
July 14 and July 15.

COMFORT DEFENDS 

MODERN STUDENTS 

Haverford College President Blames 

Preachers for Lack of Religious 

Interest. 

Religious "modernism" per- 
vades American colleges and uni- 
versities today, and a new mes- 
sage for the youth of the land is 
needed to offset the effect "this ir- 
reverent age" will exert on the 
religion of the future. 

This is the view of Dr. \V\ W 
Comfort, president of Haveriord 
College, as expressed Monday at 
a meeting of the Presbyterian 
Ministers' Association. He stress- 
ed the fact that the "modernist" 
in the form of a college student 
"cannot be reached today with the 
message of 40 years ago." 

Despite his belief that the aver- 
age student of today is a modern- 
ist, religiously, he is nevertheless 
;"away ahead" of the student of 40 
years ago physically, morally and 
^intellectually, Dr. Comfort said. 
. , "The age in which we are liv- 
ing," said Dr. Comfort, "is as ir- 
reverent as any age in history. 

"The generation of today, is, on 
the surface, a fine generation. But 
one of the troubles with it is that 
;the majority of speakers cannot 
!reach our young men. Possibly, I 
might add, this is the fault of the 
speakers, and not of the generation 
of- today. 

"The average student does not 
go to church and does not want to 
go. This is not hostility, but a 
feeling that a speaker cannot say 
anything that will be of benefit to 
the individual. 

"It is a rare man who can get 
these boys of the present genera- 
tion into church and prove things 
to them. The message which suf- 
ficed in our own youth will not do 
that. 

"The cause of this change, in 
my opinion, is a shift in the social 
standing since the war. This shift 
is due to the fact that our boys 
are living in a larger world. Their 
interests are more diverse. There 
is more speed. 

"These boys have a terrible 
thirst for moral and spiritual reali- 
ties. Their thirst for the spiritual 
realities causes them to turn to the 
New Testament and discard the 
Old." 

He voiced the belief that the 
Old Testament means little to the 
present-day student, in slight part 
because of his interest in scientific 
studies. On the other hand, the 
speaker said, the New Testament 
teaches him something in accord- 
ance with his own life. 

'"The youth of today are more 
adventurous than we were," said 
Dr. Comfort. "This, too, is an 
aftermath of the war. They are 
more restless and more apt to be 
discoverers. Increasingly they are 
studying science and all that goes 
with it. 

"There was never more dancing 
than today, but I do not think 
there is an immoral tendency 
there. They are playing more 
cards, but I do not see much harm 
in that. 

"Physically, intellectually and 
morally the college student of to- 
day is away ahead of the student 
of 40 years ago. 

' "The only way in which minis- 
terial bodies can cope with the in- 
creasing doubt and indecision of 
college students is to adopt a mod- 
ernized medium of instruction in 
theology." 

CITIZENS' ARMY CAMPS 

LAUDED BY MAJOR HICKS 



Quotes Roosevelt and Harding in 
Lower Merion High Address. 

"The military tent where boys 
side by side will rank next to the 
public school among the great 
agents of democracy," was the 
opinion expressed by Theodore 
Roosevelt, of the citizens' military 
training idea, as practiced, first at 
Plattsburg, and now at the Citi- 
zens' Military Training camps, ex- 
plained Major H. E. Hicks, speak- 
ing in behalf of the camps at the 
Lower Merion High School Mon- 
day. 

"The great men of the nation 
have been back of this idea since 
it was first started," said Major 
Hicks, addressing more than 500 
boys. "President Warren G. Har- 
ding most heartily indorsed the 
plan and placed upon it his stamp 
of approval." 

. Major Hicks is assigned to duty 
at the Citizens' Military Training 
camps' headquarters, No. 135 
South Broad street, and recently 
was appointed military aide to 
Mayor Kendrick to assist with the 
military activities of the Sesqui- 
centennial.

SUBURBANITES WAGING 

WAR ON CATERPILLARS 

Oil-Soaked Torches Light Op Districts 
In Fight. ' 

Suburbanites have declared war 
on the flocks of caterpillars that 
came with the advent of spring. 

Herman Hornig, city entomolo- 
gist, refuted the theory that the 
pest reappear in enormous num- 
bers every seven years, when he 
explained that the caterpillars now 
nesting developed from eggs de- 
posited last July and August, and 
that the crop is especially heavy 
this year because weather condi- 
tions favored the insects. 

"If there was much rain," he 
said, "the nests would have been 
washed or shaken from the trees 
and bushes and the caterpillars 
would have been exposed to the 
birds." 

Torches made from oil-soaked 
rags at the end of a stick, the fav- 
orite weapons for the extermina- 
tion of the pests, have lit up the 
suburban sections at night during 
the past week. 

"This is not necessary," Mr. 
Hornig adds. "It would be equally 
effective to knock the nests with a 
stick. They remain in their nests 
during the day and emerge at 
night for food to avoid the birds." 

Tent caterpillars attain a length 
of from one and a half to two 
inches, and remain above ground 
until the fall, when they bore un- 
.der the surface later to emerge as 
moths.

ward Germany, whose best cus- 
tomer each is of the other. In 
her old-age pension and some 
other measures England appears 
to be approaching a State social- 
ism with principles somewhat 
allied to bolshevism. 

Nearness to peace then, prob- 
ably depends to a considerable ex- 
tent upon a continuation of the 
Dawes plan and a steady growth 
of the League of Nations, with 
security for France, who faces 
Germany and for Germany with 
enemies on the east and west, and 
it depends also largely upon what 
policy the United States adopts in 
regard to any protocol agreement 
of the other great nations. It is 
hoped that we can give assurance 
to the next council meeting of the 
League of Nations considering a 
protocol that even if we cannot 
actively support such an agree- 
ment, we will at least do nothing 
to block it. 

Mrs. John O. Miller, president 
of the State League, was the next 
speaker. She spoke on the "1925 
Legislature" which she char- 
acterized as being led by divided 
leadership, and by a policy of un- 
intelligent extravagance. The 
noteworthy fact of a real budget 
being presented and considered 
was something which she felt all 
good citizens should insist should 
become an established custom. 
She deplored the bonding system 
as a dangerous method of financ- 
ing and urged that a pay-as-you- 
go-policy be adopted in Pennsyl- 
vania. She reported that any 
bond issue that carries over 30 
years costs more than twice as 
much as the capital sum. Speak- 
ing of the Ludlow bill for im- 
provement in the methods of tax 
collecting, she said it failed be- 
cause Pennsylvania is close to a 
Gubernatorial campaign in which 
many persons aiming to be even 
remotely connected with it, do not 
want to arouse the antagonism of 
tax collectors and because few 
people have any definite knowl- 
edge of the great costs of tax col- 
lecting under the present system. 
Mrs. Miller announced that it was 
the the intention of the League 
of Women Voters soon to make a 
scientific study and report of 
costs of all kinds of tax collecting. 

It is a matter of congratulation 
that' the 1925 Legislature assured 
women equality with men in 
guardianship of children and 
created a commission to study the 
legal status of married women. 
Through alertness and quick ac- 
tion by the League a bill designed 
to curtail women's jury duty serv- 
ice was modified to an unobjec- 
tionable degree. 

The results of the get-out-the- 
vote-campaign were announced' 
by Mrs. C. P. Fowler, chairman of 
this campaign. The Third ward 
of Jenkintown led with an 8r per 
cent, vote while Narberth and 



Elkins Park each got out over 75 
per cent, of the registered voters. 
All other districts that entered the 
campaign showed good results. 

Miss Gertrude Ely, of Bryn 
Mawr, county chairman of the 
league, was the last speaker. She 
reviewed the recent convetion of 
the National League of Women 
Voters, speaking of its re-endorse- 
ment of the child-labor amend- 
ment, the World Court, and other 
vital questions. She urged that 
new members be secured for the 
various Leagues of Women Vo- 
ters and that they all do every- 
thing to promote increased regis- 
tration of voters this spring. She 
also urged that women become 
better acquainted personally with 
their legislators and assessors. 

To Aid Assessors. 

Plans for assistance in increasing 
registration of voters were discussed 
at the Monthly meeting of the Mont- 
gomery County League of Women 
Voters Borough and Township 
Chairmen, held in Philadelphia, on 
May 4. The women decided to be- 
come personally acquainted with as- 
sessors and their work with a view 
to knowing what sort of persons 
hold these positions and whether 
they are able to do their work as 
completly as it should be done. 

Announcement was made that the 
State League would offer a prize for 
the best report on the costs of col- 
lecting taxes of all kinds in Penn- 
sylvania. 

It was agreed that an effort would 
be made to have local leagues in- 
vite to a special meeting, young 
women who had reached voting age 
within the year, such meetings to 
be "Citizenship Birthday Parties," to 
interest the young people in their 
new privileges and responsibilities.
